Despatches from ‘Petrograd in- 
dicate that the Germans are 
withdrawing their centre to what 
is known as the Bug river line, 
which, hofvVever, at many places, 
is considerably northeast of that 
river. This withdrawal is due to 
their Inability to secure complete 
control of the Lida-Baronovitchi- 
tovno railway, which was neces- 
sary for the successful holding of 
the advanced positions they had 
reached in their drive of last 
summer.
